90 feet frontage on-Marcelina ave-
nue and is 150 feet in depth.
Attractive Structure

The new bhullding ‘will front on
Marcelinn avenue, set back 11 feet
from the property line on this
side, 10 feet from the line on the
alley side and 20 feet from the
property line on the north. It will
have a frontage of 60" feet, depth
of 66 feet 6 inches and will be a
story and a half high from the
ground level on the north with a
two-story elevation on the south

side to accommodate the mes-
zanine floor. 3 &
Concrete steps leading up 'to

large double doors ure located near
the north corner. The door will
have glass panels with a fan-
shaped grill of wrought iron above.
Two windows. similar in shape to
the style of the door are let into
the front wall south of the door

The lobby, L-shaped, will be

Tax delinquencies l_ﬁ that portion
of the city of Torrance covered by
the water bond issue are the low-
est of anv municipal improvement
district in the county, the Tor-
rance city council was told by C.
J. Rambo, “city auditor, following
a check of tax collections for the
year 1983-34,

Rambo's report, which ‘was read
at  Tuesday's council  meeting,
showed that out of a total tax
levy in the district of $71,197.84,
there had been collected $66,845.31,

or: an . unpaid balance of only
$1352.63, or approximately 6 per
cent. This is one of the- best

showings of any district in the
county tax collector's office, Rambo
stated. Delinquencies in other por-
tions of the county run as high
as 50 per cent, and the favorable
position of the Torrance district
should enhance the. attractiveness
of local water bnnds to  investors,
it was pointed out.
